Up to the time the law was 
amended huge sums of money were lost by our members while the crew was being paid in full. 


We could go on listing Captain O’Callaghan’s many achievements but we think we have made our 
point which is that O’Callaghan does not believe in standing still. He is constantly finding ways to 
elevate the position of the MM&P and its members in the maritime world. This is a tremendous task 
on the waterfront today when our enemies are trying to minimize our position. 


When we consider the record of Captain Sheldon when he was in office, we are looking at a blank 
page. He sat in the President's chair and THAT WAS IT! In routine matters where he was compelled 
to act he was responsible for several fiascos. Every argument that he has attempted to make in this 
campaign is o criticism of Captain O'Callaghan. Sheldon does not make a good case for accom- 
plishments of his own. Criticism is easy. Innovations and accomplishments are difficult.

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Open Letter to the Membership of former Local No. 20 


Dear Sirs and Brothers; 


The balloting on the Constitutional Amendments and the Election of 
Officers is, without doubt, the most important in the history of our Organiz- 
ation. Our Organization is presently going through a transitioa period - a 
transition from a series of autonomous Locals to an Offshore Division and a 
transition from a small independent Organization to an affiliate of the largest 
and most powerful maritime labor group. Expert and seasoned leadership 
must be maintained. 


A firm foundation has been laid for the Offshore Division. The building 
of a structure on this foundation is in progress. A most important part of 
this structure is the formation, by affiliation, of the Marine Division of the 
International Longshoremen's Association, AFL-CIO. The affiliation of the 
MM&P and the ILA received the blessings of the AFL-CIO Executive Council 
and all other connected Unions with the exception of certain Maritime Unions 
which, incidentially, also have chartered splinter groups of Masters and 
Licensed Deck Officers.

‘Dear Sirs and Madam: 


Re: (Election IOMM&P 9/21/71 - 12/21/71) 


This letter concerns the ballot enevelopes (approximately one hundred 
and forty) which were challenged on December 22, 1971, because they had not 
been cancelled by the Postal Service. My reasons for challenging these ballot 
envelopes were based on the following: 


First, please refer to my letter of December 7, 1971, addressed to Mr. Donald 
Straus, President, American Arbitration Association, in which I mentioned the 
possibility of two complete sets of ballots having been printed in Baltimore 

and that this had to be taken into consideration as the printer involved had 
apparently done a considerable amount of work for our union in the past including 
the printing of campaign literature by and for the incumbent officials. 


It is also my understanding that no representative of the American Arbirtration 
Association was present at the time of the actual printing to supervise the 
printing of these ballots and that the printer has a close personal relationship 
with some of the incumbent officials of the IOMMSP, My colleagues and I, there- 
fore, view this whole situation with a great deal of skepticism as if two sets 

of ballots were printed at that time, then the obvious intention of those in 
possession of them would be to use them in a manner best suited to their purposes. 


At this juncture, I would like to bring to your attention the following excerpt 
from a recent article (copy enclosed) in the New York Times:"....rackets on the 
piers are controlled primarily by three organized crime groups, according to 
Federal, state and commission investigators. The Mafia families headed by Carlo 
Gambino and Gerardo Catena, respectively, control most of the Brooklyn and New 
Jersey piers...these underworld elements are said to exert their influence on the 
waterfront through cooperative dock workers and union officials...Mr. Davitt 
charged that the agency had under way no active investigation of any of the four 
leading officials of the waterfront unions who, he said were members of the Carlo 
. Gambino, Mafia family. He identified the four as Anthony Scotto, President of 
Local 1814, International Longshoremen’s Association, Anthony Anastasia, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the ILA Local 761, John Scotto, President of ILA Local 1702 and Joseph 
Colozzo, then president of ILA Local 1277......" 


As you are aware it is common knowledge that organized crime has infiltrated many 
legitimate businesses, including banking institutions, and with the IOMM&P now a 
small part of this ILA Union the possibility of organized crime influencing this 
election should be taken into consideration.

We were also given to understand that the American Bank & Trust Company of 

301, East Fordham Road, Bronx, New York 10458, had never transacted any business 
with the American Arbitration Association prior to this current election, but the 
reasons for which it was chosen by the person/s making this choice has not-been 
clarified to our satisfaction. 


On October, 21, 1971, I wrote to the Postmister of the United States Post Office, 
Bronx, New York 10451, requesting that all ballots received at the Fordham Station 
at 189th Street and Park Avenuc, Bronx, New York, 10458, should be stamped to show 
that these envelopes had passed through the postal system, The Postmaster, Mr. 
‘Frank J. Viola, in Kis reply to m dated November 1, 1971, stated: “Every effort 
will be made to see that all mail addressed to the American Arbitration Association, 
c/o Safe Deposit Vault, American Bank & Trust Company, 301 East Fordham Road, Bronx, 
New York 10458, arriving at the Fordham Station 10458 without a postmark is post- 
marked before delivery to the addressee....." 


‘This was a very definite commitment on the part of this Postmaster, and on the 
strength of this statement I challenged every ballot that was received without a 
postmark, I should, however, like to point out to you that other possibilities 
definitely exist for the lack of the postmarks on the approximately (140) challenged 
ballots received: 


1, That the ballot enevelopes without the postmark did not pass 
through the patal system, in which case they are probably 
fraudulent. f 


2. This post office did not cancel the envelopes due to the heavy 
influx of Christmas mail. 


3. That the ballot envelopes were received vrior to my written 
request. : 


In view of the above I would like to request: 


1. That these ballot envelopes (approximately 140) be subjected to 

. & wost careful scrutiny, the signature of each to be checked by 

a handwriting expert/s for possible forgeries. If any are found 
they are to be promptly referred to the Federal authorities. 


Ballots in envelopes bearing valid signatures should be tallied 
to see whether they change the result of the election, and if such 
is the case - new problems arise. 


If and when these ballots (approximately 140) are checked, I would 

like to remind you that each and every ballot is spposed to bear a 
time-stamp. For your information Captain Robert Nelson stated in a 
conversation with me on December 22, 1971, that Mrs. Margaret U. Carlson 
had marked the ballots in a manner known only to her. 


I trust the above will enable you to determine in as short a tise as possible the 
validity of the approximate 140 (one hundred and forty) challenged ballots at 
present in custody of the American Arbitration Association in relation to the 
Offshore Division, New York (formerly Local #88) election.

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RESOLUTION 


To amend the International Constitution by adding the following as Article XIV, AFFILIATION OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION OF MASTERS, MATES AND PILOTS WITH THE INTER- 
NATIONAL LONGSHOREMEN’S ASSOCIATION, 


The International Organization of Masters, Mates and Pilots shall become affiliated with the International 
Longshcremen’s Association as the “International Organization of Masters, Mates and Pilots, the International 
Marine Division of the International Longshoremen’s Association,” and this affiliation shall be in accordance 
with the following principles and safeguards: 

1. The International Marine Division shall be autonomous and have its own officers, subdivisions, and 
self-government. : 

2. The President of the International Organization of Masters, Mates and Pilots shall be the repre- 
sentative of the International Marine Division on the International Longshoremen’s Association Executive 
Council. 

3. The International Marine Division will also be represented on the Executive Boards of the TLA’s 
three existing geographical Districts: the Atlantic Coast District, the South Atlantic and Gulf Coast District, 
and the Greet Lakes District. If the ILA establishes a Pacific Coast District, the IOMM&P will also have the 
right to be represented on the governing Board of. that District. 


4. Any maritime union, inland or offshore, which hereafter affiliates with the ILA shall become part of 
the International Marine Division. 


5. The International Longshoremen’s Association shall pay per capita tax on JOMM&P members to 


the AFL-CIO and this per capita tax shall be itemized separately as being made for members of the Inter- 
national Organization of Masters, Mates and Pilots. The IOMM&P shall pay per capita tax to the ILA. 


6. At any time prior to October 1, 1975, either Organization, for any reason, may cancel the affiliation 
by written notice to the other, and the AFL-CIO charter and jurisdiction of the IOMM&P shall remain with 
the IOMM&P. 

In the event of any such cancellation, the IOMM&P shall continue to retain all of its books, records, con- 
tracts, securities, fands, property, assets, collective bargaining agreement(s) and pension, welfare, vacation and 
training plan(s) rights, books, records, funds, property and assets of any description whatsoever. In the event 
of any such cancellation, any provision of the ILA Constitution which is contrary to the above, shell not apply. 


In the event there has been any transfer of members or organic merger of locals during the period that 
the J}OMM&P has been a part of ILA, then, upon such cancellation, such transfer of members or organic 
merger of Locals shall be rvscinded and the parties restored insofar as possible to their status quo immediately 
pitor to July 1, 1971.

“This AFFILIATION represents an important first 
step in achieving trade union solidarity, in both prin- 
ciple and in action, and I commend this historic AF- 
FILIATION of the two great unions. I think it's signifi- 
cant that this AFFILIATION brings together the 
Masters, Mates and Pilots, the oldest and the largest 
licensed officer labor otganization in the nation, and 
the ILA, which is the largest union of longshoremen 
in the world. 

Even though the American maritime industry has 
been given a new lease on life with the enactment of 
the Merchant Marine Act of 1970, this industry must 
still face fierce foreign competition, and it must have 
stability if it is to survive. 

A new spirit of cooperation and solidarity is cer- 
tainly essential to the stability of the American mer- 
chant marine industry. The very lives, the careers, the 
security, the welfare of maritime labor, is dependent 
upon such stability. 

I commend the foresight and the courage of my two 
long-standing friends, Tommy O'Callaghan and Teddy 
Gleason, President of the ILA. it takes courage to 
make a major step such as tnis AFFILIATION. And 
their action renews my conviction that they are both 
dynamic leaders. 

I think the maritime industry of the future will re- 
quire such leadership. It will need more men like these 
two, men who have the forceful determination to break 
precedent, to hurdle obstacles, and to blaze fresh, 
forward-moving trails. It will require men who possess 
a firmness of character and will make a short-term 
sacrifice to achieve the long-range welfare of the total 
industry, as well as the interest of the entire labor 
union movement. 

In the past, there has been much talk about the need 
for unity in the maritime field. There have been many 
warnings that a new era of stability is essential if this 
industry is to survive. But each of you here today can 
be proud that while others talked, your union and the 
leadership made it happen. They did what had to be 
done, and they did it right now. 

I hope that this example will lead the way to a com- 
plete maritime unity. Hopefully, as a result of this 
merger, management will understand and respond with 
renewed hope, rather than with distrust and fear. 

The Government and the Congress should also find 
new confidence and a stronger will to fulfill the objec- 
tives of the Merchant Marine Act of 1970. And, finally, 
the entire nation and the American economy will be the 
ultimate beneficiary.” 
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EXCERPTS FROM ADDRESS AND 
STATEMENTS MADE BY INTERNATIONAL 
ILA PRESIDENT TEDDY GLEASON— 
(President Gleason is Also Vice-President of 
the AFL-CIO Executive Council) 


AFFILIATION means whatever fighting the IOM- 
M&P needs to protect your union, the ILA will be to- 
gether with you; and have the right to officially fight 
to protect your union from anyone, at anytime, any 
place you call on us. The ILA will be on your side 
against anyone who tries to take over your union. We 
are going to suppor: you all the way down the line, 
come hell or high waiter, to maintain your rightful place 
on board ship, to make sure that everyone pays respect 
to the Masters, Mates, and Pilots authority, rights, and 
command . . . We'll back your jurisdiction status all 
the way .. . No ILA officers will ever tell you what to 
do, how to do it, or when. We will never do that. We 
are not that kind of people or that kind of union. 

Anyone who knows us knows we have never crossed 
a line or jurisdiction, and we don’t ever intend to. . . 
Like Cap (Cartain O'Callaghan says) AFFILIATION 
is going t. ‘ake an end of waterfront cannibalism once 
and for ali. 

Let’s be clear about this . . . our affiliation is like a 
marriage . . . a marriage of convenience and neces- 
sity... WE NEED IT...YOU NEED IT... WE 
NEED YOU ... YOU NEED US! For mutual pro- 
tection . . . for common goals . . . for the good of both 
and of all the industry. 

I'm here to tell you the ILA is for Stability; Stability 
in the industry and within Maritime Labor . . . Mari- 
time Labor Stability means this: no union swallows 
the other union up. I know (and I have the evidence), 
who passes around the trumped up propaganda that 
the ILA is going to “swallow-up” the IOMM&P . . . 
that the ILA is going to “take-over” the control of the 
IOMM&?P, and take on the jobs of the Masters, Mates 
and Pilots... We are the one union that can’t do that, 
and couldn’t ever want to do that. This sick propa- 
ganda comes from imbeciles! No persor in his right 
mind will believe it. 

AFFILIATED to the ILA, you cannot and won't 
ever be “swallowed up.” You cannot because you have 
your own autonomy juaranteed, you have your own 
Officers, your rules, your rights, your Constitution, By- 
Laws intact. No one can say you, the IOMMA&P, should 
have three mates today, four mates tomorrow, one 
mate and seven engineers the next day! That's the basic 
difference with the ILA and the MEBA, or anybody 
else. 


When they (referring to IOMM&P “opposition” 
leaflets in his gossession) bring up such questions as 
racism in connection with the AFFILIATION it turns 
my stomach . . . and when I see a man who was once 
head of the IOMM&P for years hooking up with this 
Propaganda . . . for personal gain, and nothing else; this 
from a man who has been around this industry and 
labor for more than 15 years . . . doing this for the 
sake of job... . it makes me sick again. 


I believe in a guy fighting like hell within his union, 
within his union. I believe in labor democracy, union 
democracy. But ] don’t believe in anybody taking 
money from somebody else to put out propaganda trash 
like this stuff. 


We have copies ot the paid bills, paid from outside 
sources, for printing of the anti-IOMM&P-ILA propa- 
ganda. We know where this trash was printed, who paid 
and wher And I tell you, if anyone in the IOMM&P 
took outside money to print this material trying to bring 
about disruption within your own organization, then it's 
wrong, very wrong. 


I think you all know me. If anyone wants to get up 
and say his piece, I admire him for doing that. But ] 
don’t think anyone, including me, should go outside 
ef our ranks to hurt our own organization. No union 
man should do it, no one else in other organizations 
Should go outside of his ranks. He should fight like hell 
within his own ranks to make the changes he wants. 


Why the hell shouldn’t Maritime Labor be together? 
When we get ourselves together into one Division, we 
might say take a trip offshore for yourself, and leave us 
Stay inshore. Somebody has got to stop this inter- 
union in-fighting, or otherwise Maritime unions are 
going to emasculate each other, and you know it, bet- 
ter than anybody else, and you know I'm not joking or 
kidding and I’m not up here to lie about this or anything 
else. 


Together we'll take a stand, because we'll be the 
Only ones that will be able to take a stand when the 
other new ships «cme out. I said 30 men crews. But, 
they are down to *: men now. And you know this. I 
don’t have to lie to you about this. You know this 
yourself. 

But if we are all together, you wouldn't have any 
trouble getting 30 men. You wouldn't have any trouble 
maintaining five or six mates on those new ships. You 
wouldn’t have a bit of trouble. These other guys are 
going in now and wanting to make deals for three 
mates. Some are already making deals for three mates. 
And this is what you can look for in the future, unless 
we get ourselves together. 
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IOMMP - ILA 
PAST, PRESENT, FUTURE 


The ILA remembers that it was the IOMM&P, and 
only our union, which stood up for them; and lined 
up with them when the AFL-CIO voted them out. We 
voted and spoke for the ILA remaining in the parent 
body. They don’t forget the back-up we gave them in 
the Central Gulf, New Orleans; or other demonstra- 
tions of trade union cooperation on the record. Now 
what do we in the IOMMP remember? .. . The ILA 
gave their word and kept it. Against rough and tough 
threat and action; physical, political, personal. 

Teddy Gleason said the ILA would go down the line 
with the MM&P on the Prudential-Grace beef. Teddy 
Gleason and Johnny Bowers and the ILA honored 
that pledge in action. Both of these trade union ieaders 
personally took over direct responsibility for their 
pledge. in Mobile, New Orleans, Baltimore, New York, 
Jacksonville, the ILA brothers stood by us, and hit 
the docks. NO ONE ELSE DID. 

In the AFL-CIO Maritime Committee no one dared 
chalienge up Teddy Gleason when he spoke officially 
for the ILA and said “I BELIEVE ONLY THE MAS- 
TER SHOULD CALL THE SHOTS ON THE SHIP, 
REGARDLESS OF ANYTHING, OR ANYONE.” 

Over the years Teddy has proven his belief in the 
principle of the unchallenged primacy of the Master, 
the absolute authority of the Masters’ command post. 
He stepped on some very sore toes, and konked some 
very soreheads on that score, but he has never backed- 
down. You can lay odds he won't ever. 

There's much deception and self-deception about 
the irrevocable, non-negotiable common principle 
agreed upon between the ILA and IOMM&P—The 
Master's primacy, his status and privileges, responsi- 
bilities, and authority and jurisdiction of the Licensed 
Deck Officer. 

The record shows there is, and continues to be;

AFFILIATION is the cement that will fortify the 
base of the structure we are building with Masters’ 
Primacy built-in with a will of steel to guard that status 
against any and all encroachments. 
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IOMM&P AFFILIATION REFERENDUM 
ANNOUNCED 6 MONTHS AGO! 


In statements to the Miami Press, Radio and Television, 
with Officials of ILA attending, and subsequentiy in an in- 
terview published March 29, 1971 and reprinted in Mari- 
time Trade Press, with Richard Basoco, Maritime editor of 
the Baltimore Sun: International President Thomas O'’Cal- 
laghan put on the record publicly that the ultimate decision 
on affiliation would be made by IOMM&P membership 
approval by a referendum ballot. President O'Callaghan 
said the referendum would be scheduled only after all duly 
. constituted representative elected bodies of both ILA and 
IOMM&P had discussed conditions concerning affiliation 
and had voted to refer favorably to membership, and after 
the official stamp of approval was given by the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council as consistent with charter affiliation 
provisions of AFL-CIO constitution. Each step in the pro- 
cess being duly observed and voted favorably upon, the 
» 9th Constitutional Convention approved the AFFILIA- 
TION resolution brought to the Convention floor by unani- 
mous affirmative recommendation of the Convention Con- 
Stitutional Committee. 


AFFILIATION FACT 


The basic Constitution and By-Laws won't be 
changed by AFFILIATION, and can’t be changed 
except under specific provisions of our OWN 
Constitution and By-Laws of October 1, 1970. 
All democratic rights continue in force. The ILA 
will not have authority to make decisions for us. 
They don’t want to make decisions for us and we 
don’t want to make decisions for them. We both 
remain independent trade unions and shall respect 
each others’ trade union independeice. 


STEP BY STEP TOWARD AFFILIATION 
RESOLUTION REFERENDUM 


The AFFILIATION Resolution was adopted by the 
60th Convention of the IOMM&P meeting in Galveston, 
July 26-30. 


On a roll call vote on RESOLUTION titled “AF- 
FILIATION OF THE INTERNATIONAL ORGA- 
NIZATION OF THE MASTERS, MATES AND 
PILOTS W:iTH THE INTERNATIONAL LONG- 
SHOREME}®'S ASSOCIATION” . . . Convention 
delegates (with one solitary exception) all voted FOR 
AFFILIATION. The Constituticn Committee had 
voted unanimously to recommend the Resolution favor- 
ably to the Convention. 


Convention roll call vote was—33 delegates For, 1 
delegate Against. 


SUMMARY OF STEPS LEADING TO CONVEN- 
TION OVERWHELMING APPROVAL OF AF- 
FILIATION ... 


The IOMM&P and the ILA have a long, and un- 
broken record of supporting each other. Discussions of 
forms of formal association have been going on for sev- 
eral years. Rank and File members of both unions have 
cooperated and backed up each other whenever there 
was need for Trade Union solidarity. The leadership 
of the IOMM&P and ILA trust and respect each other 
and trust each other’s jurisdiction. Both unions are real 
trade unions in the true sense. 


During the Prudential-Grace crisis last year the 
IOMM&P and the ILA faced together a conspiratorial 
assault against the independence, integrity, and juris- 
diction of each union which threatened their existence 
and future. 


Waterfront cannibalism, in its ugliest shape ran 
rampant. Collective bargaining was disrupted, Trade 
Union principles were violated. 


Union-busting collusion between managements and 
certain Maritime Union leaders involving scabbery and 
finking, exploded on the waterfront during the course 
of IOMM&P—Prudential LASH Italia negotiations.

We submit to the IOMM&P membership the record, 
the facts and the acts.

Of significance and concern to the membership is the 
fact that on the record one, and one vote only," has 
been registered against AFFILIATION, and that vote 
came at the 60th Convention of the IOMM&?.

In the event the IOMMAP believes it to be in 
the best interests of the membership to terminate 
affiliation as the Marine Division of the ILA for 
any reason, or for no given reason, an official 
letter of disaffiliation cancels the affiliation forth- 
with. There are no strings, there is no ambiguity; 
the stipulation is positive, clear, and straight- 
forward. Explicit and definite. 

Until 1975 this direct, unqualified option main- 
tains in force for both IOMM&P and ILA. 

After 1975 both the ILA, and the IOMM&P, 
Marine Division of the ILA will together and 
separately determine stipulations governing rela- 
tionship of the two unions, by proper constitu- 
tional action based on trade union principles.

It does seem very Strange to me, that these same 
people who are fighting against our affiliation are the 
very people who tried to grab your jobs a few months 
ago on the PRUDENTIAL-GRACE.

O'Callaghan J trust. I also have many more good, 
trusted friends in the Masters, Mates and Pilots, I'm 
hoping you become affiliated as the Marine Division of 
the ILA, so we'll be united in one great organization— 
.'m happy for us both. 


AFL-CIO ETHICS COMMITTEE 


Legal steps will be taken, through the AFL- 
CIO Ethics Committee (and probably through 
District Attorney involvement) on definite damn- 
ing evidence in possession of the International Of- 
fice which confirms an underground alliance with 
specific Officials of another union and extremist

“submerging” any of the rights, privileges, or assets.

MEMORANDUM 


This action is concerned with the 
pending election of officers of the Inter- 
national Organization of Masters, Mates 
and Pilots, AFL-CIO ("“IOMM&P”). 
The motion relates to Section 481(c) of 
the Labor-Management Reporting and 
Diselosure Act of 1959. 29 U.S.C. § 
48l(e) (“LM RDA”) seeking relief from 
alleged improper Union election proce- 
dures. 


Plaintiffs are candidates for office in 
the Union. They contend that the de- 
fendants, officers and candidates to suc- 
ceed themselves, have distributed cam- 
paign literature, at the expense of the 
IOMM&P, which is discriminatory. 
They allege they have been denied prop- 
er access to the use of membership lists. 
They seek to have defendants restrained 
from mailing the relevant ballots until 
such time as they also are provided dis- 


{. For example, the “Nowslettsr” notes 
&n executive vice-president ef the LLA 
as sayisg “I trust “O'Callaghan, and if 
O'Callaghan wasn't the top man here 
I'd think twice befors saying I want the 
affiliation to go through with the Mas.

In addition, Congressman Edwartl A.

Defend- 
ants contend that the Newsletter was 
distributed solely in connection with the 
referendum ballot of IOMM&P-ILA pro- 
posed merger, independent of the cpcom- 
ing election. Plaintiffs urge that,

Yablonski v. United Mine Workers, 
305 F.Supp.

In 
Yablonski, supra, plaintiffs sougrt to 
have the court provide for a column in 
the Union's journal be set aside for the 
use of the plaintiff. Yablonski also 
sought to have final proof of each forth- 
coming edition of the journal! at least 
72 hours prior to printing. Both acts 
‘were sought to “neutralize” the compaign 
literature of defendant-incumbent found 
to have been circulated within the jour- 
nal, The court, in Yablonski, did not 
grant the relief -requested, noting the 
right of freedom of the.press as guaran- 
teed by the First Amendment. In addi- 
tion, the court found no authority within 
Section 481(c), nor Section 481(g).4 In 
granting “equal treatment” in this appli- 
cation, we are not faced with the diffi- 
culties noted in Yablonski, supra. The 
relief here sought relates to the right of 
distribution and the right to expenses 
expressly provided for in the L3UIRDA 
rather than to a remedy involving edi- 
torial control and direct economic sup- 
port other than as specified by statute.

A series of “Demonstrations” featuring the use of the 
exclusive and ur‘-ue technology comprising elemerits 
of the study and training facilities of the MATES Mari- 
time Institute of Technology and Graduate Studies 
have been in continual Progress at the Silver Spring 
Operations Center of the Link Division of the Singer 
Company, 


MATES Chairman, Capt. Thomas F. O'Callaghan 
initiated this Program by personal invitations to various 
government agencies to conduct special “EXERCISES” 
utilizing the fully operational MITAGS Collision 
Avoidance Radar Simulator (CARS).

GEORGE MEANY, AFL-CIO HEAD REACTS 
TO NEW NIXONOMICS 


“We have said that we are prepared to sacrifice as 
much as anyone else, as long as there is equality of 
sacrifice. That pledge stiil stands. But this program, 
as it relates to the domestic economy, is certainly not 
equality. While the President studiously avoided any 
mention of profits and interest rates—the two most in- 
flationary factors in the economy, his chief spokesman 
has made it quite clear that these will not be controlled.”

We'd like to believe, as Mr. Gibson, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Commerce for Maritime Affairs, seems to, 
that the rosey picture he paints for the fyture of the 
American Merchant Marine is nearer the truth than 
mere PROMISES, PROMISES. 
We'd like to believe that he, himself, believes in 
what he claims is the genuine program of the Govern- 
ment he speaks for. 
Yet we have real doubts and fears that there’s more 
show biz than principle and provable verification in 
current trends of the Administration’s Maritime policies, 
We don’t often quote the Shipping authorities to 
back up the IOMMP view. But the recent issue of 
Marine Digest expresses doubts and reservations about 
Mr. Gibson's optimism. . . . 
The Value Line Investment survey, an impressive 
mapagement trade group, not often “doubting 
Thomas’s” when it comes to measuring the favorable 
aspects of the Nixon Administration, finds the U.S. 
Merchant Marine picture a lot greyer, dimmer, and 
grimmer than the warm, glowing pastels in the Mr. 
Gibson’s canvass. 
This survey reveals a reserved, less than enthusiastic 
industry reaction, to the new Maritime Program declar- 
ing that the reason for the discouraging attitudes are 
“overcapacity in cont.ner trades and GENERAL 
LACK OF INITIATIVE WHICH HAS CHARAC- 
TERIZED THE INDUSTRY.” .. 
The survey also disclaims the seriousness of official 
protestations that we will have three hundred ships 
built in the next ten years, flatly stating that this hope 
may “NEVER BE REALIZED”! The figure they ar- 
Five, at grudgingly, is a possible 200 ships built in the 
next ten years. The Marine Digest editorial goes on to 
State: 
Some (shippers) fee] that if the US. yards can 
weather this decade, foreign countrigs may look to the 
U.S. for orders. But it must be remembered that there 
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are moves afoot to devalue the American dollars in 
other areas of the world which could have some affect 
on out yards. . . . It should also be borne in mind 
that if American prices continue to spiral, forcigners, 
even though their own yards are working to capacity, 
may find it cheaper to aid small, non-competing natior s 
in setting up new super yards. . . .” 


It comes as a bit of a shock that the full fruition of 
the planned 300 new U.S. ships may not come to pass. 
Our Keserve Fleets have dwindled down to almost 
nothing. Most of the ships remaining outdated and 
outmoded. We have little to fall back on should we be 
faced with another emergency overseas . . . and in the 
case of the Middle East this could place us in an 
inferior position in future years. All 300 of those 
SHIPS SHOULD BE BUILT, NOT ONLY TO AF- 
FORD MORE JOBS BUT TO GO:ON STANDBY IN 
CASE OF AN EMERGENCY... .” 


EXPORT FOR °71 PROJECTED 


A seven percent increase in United States commer- 
cial merchandise exports for 1971 has been projected 
by the National Foreign Trade Council. The private, 
non-profit organization, made up of U.S. companies 
engaged in international trade and investment, expects 
that exports for this year will reach a level of $45.7 
billien. This compares to $42.6 billion in 1970. Last 
year’s total represented a 13 percent increase over 
1969. . 


The Council's projections are based on a survey of 
member companies, which accounted for approximate- 
ty one-third of all U.S. Exports during 1970. Two- 
thirds of the firms responding to the survey stated that 
they expected an increase in exports this year, while 
30 percent of the companies projected a decrease in 
their exports. Of thove firms expecting a gain, about 
two-thirds anticipated the ris¢ to range from one to ten 
percent, Of those companies forecasting a decline in 
trade during 1971, over 60 percent reported thai they 
expect the decrease would not be greater then ten 
percent.

The nearly unanimous vote of the Pilot union mem- 
bership of the IOMMP, ten to one in favor of setting 
up the Pilots Division, as Officially recorded by Im- 
partial Referee, Francis J. O’Connel, Esq., and the 
constitutionally formed Pilot Balloting Committee 
clearly demonstrated how the Pilots felt and acted. 

The Pilot By-laws preamble reads: We, the members 
of the Pilots Division of the International Organization 
of Masters, Mates and Pilots, to provide an opportu- 
nity for pilots of all navigable waters to participate in 
an affiliation with the International Organization of 
Masters, Mates and Pilots, and to enjoy the manifo:d 
benefits of the International Organization of Masters, 
Mates and Pilots, and in so doing to protect and pro- 
muleate the established and time-honored practice of 
Providing a pilotage service based an the safe and 
Prompt dispatch of vessels placed in our care, do 
hereby prepare and adopt these By-laws for the order- 
ing of the affairs of the Pilots Division. 

Now, its a fact of life that the States Pilots on the 
three coasts have in the recent decisive mail referen- 
dum ballot voted up the policy of Pilots Division, and 
adopted the By-laws which govern the newly formed 
Pilots Division.

EpiTor.—We were dismayed and disturbed by Presi- 
dent Nixon's June 10, ORDER, extracting the teeth 
from the all too often ignored and violated 1963 Execu- 
tive Order, committing Government policy to a floor of 
not less than 50% of wheat, flour, and other grains to 
be shipped on U.S. Flag ships for export to China, 
Eastern Europe, and the Soviet Union. 

Such a discriminatory and self-defeating decision 
not only runs counter to the 1963 Fxecutive Order, but 
it reneges on his own announced & werican Merchant 
Manine principie as pisdged in President Nixon's Sep- 
tember 25th, 1968 Statement of Principle. 

The Union approved of and supported the Seattle 
commitment which emphasized the urgency of increas- 
ing U.S. Flag shipping in overseas trade as essential 
for an expanding export program. 

The IOMM&F in concert with the AFL-CIO mari- 
time unions have reactivated the SAVE OUR SHIPS 
COMMITTEE to oppose the suspension of the 1963 
Executive Order, and apparent defection from the 
Seattle pledge: 

The Government cannot but be gravely concerned 
with, and fully aware of, the deepening critical condi- 
tion of the U.S. shipping industry. It cannot rightly 
ignore the consequences of liquidating the 50% mini- 
mum cargo preference policy in order to further dish 
Out special privilege and profi: to a small group of 
giant conglomerate grain operatot-dealers. 

The Government's own figures attest to the worsen- 
img depressed status of the American Merchant Mar- 
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ine. U.S. Flagships carrying cargo volume has fallen 
downward to five percent of U.S. imports and exports, 
While the actual total trade of American imports and 
export volume shows markedly consistent increase. 

Labor Department statistics verify the escalating loss 
of jobs suffered by al! American seamen, whose un- 
employment adversely affects, also, all transport work- 
er's and related Maritime employment; victimizing the 
Merchant Marine directly and the general economy 
indirectly. 

It's imperative that President Mixon rescind his 
policy of June 10, 1971; and reactivate at once the 
Executive Order of 1963; and seriously implement its 
provisions by firmly insisting on the immediate term- 
ination of currying to special interests, and self-ag- 
grandizing lobbies; whose policies defy justice and 
fairness to “he Nation. 

The potential of a purposeful Merchant Marine Act 
of 1970 can turn into an empty shell if double stand- 
ards are continually employed by the Government 
Executive, and its departments involved in maritime 
affairs.

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LOWEN’S Mr. Chairman, my name is Capt. Robert J. Lowen; 
I am Secretary-Treasurer of the International Organi- 
STATEMENT zation of Masters, Mates and Pilots, AFL-CIO, the 
labor organization representing over 95% of ‘the 


ON Ss S29 American licensed deck officers. Our members are the 
@ men who command and are responsible for the navi- 
gation of U.S. merchant ships throughout the world. 
In addition, our organization represents pilots and 
pilots’ associations throughout the United States and 
in the Panama Canal Zone and the Pacific Trust Ter- 
ritories. We wholeheartedly and enthusiastically en- 
dorse S. 699, with minor modifications that I will dis- 
cuss in a moment. 

One of the principal concerns of our organization 
has always been the safety of the crews, passengers, 
ships and cargo for which our members are responsi- 
ble. We view this proposed legislation as providing a 
vitally necessary additional aid to navigation and pilot- 
age on ships in the territorial waters of the United 
States. The lives of men who go to sea and the invest- 
ments of maritime and commercial interests in ships 
and cargo are far too valuable to overlook any oppor- 
tunity for increasing safety in the navigation of vessels 
in our home waters. We believe it would be tragic if 
small differences in economic interests or viewpoint 
should have the result of frustrating the enactment of 
this much-needed legislation. 

The point we wish to emphasize most strongly today 
is that this proposal would provide another aid to 
navigation, and simply that. It is not proposed as a 
means of communicating for any other purpose. Sug- 
gestion has been made that the proposal may in some 
measure impinge upon existing contractual relations 
with licensed radio operators. Whatever difficulties may 
exist in this area is a matter, in our judgment, for 
resolution between the owners and the radio operators. 
Inscfar as this Sub-Committee is concerned, it is our 
view that the matter before you concerns safety of 
life and property. Jn order for this measure to make a 
meaningful contribution to that subject, it is essential 


\ that any radio-telephone device on the bridge be im- 
. mediately accessible to the master or pilot or deck 
\ officer whom the master designates. If any intermedi- 

ary were placed between the officer in charge of the 
‘ ship’s navigation and the source of navigational infor- 


mation coming through that radio-telephone, not only 
would thére be a danger of mis-transmission of infor- 
mation, but of delay which could mean the difference 
between collision and near-miss in many congested 
traffic situations. Knowledge of navigational terms, 
charts, buoys, lights and other aids to navigation is 
absolutely essential for an adequate understanding of 
information relayed from bridge to bridge. According- 
ly, in the view of the men who command and navigate 
vessels, it would be unthinkable for anyone not a navi- 

\ gational officer to be placed in that chain of communi- 
cation. 

\ 
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It is important for this Sub-Committee to consider 
that in the navigation of ships it is the master of the 
ship who is ultimately responsible under our laws for 
the safety of the lives and property under his com- 
mand. His is one of the few professions imposing 
criminal as well as civil liability for negligent acts or 
failures to act, If anyone not trained in navigation 
were injected into the navigational chain of command, 
our organization would be obliged to resist that change 
by all means possible. The man legally responsible for 
the ship and its crew and contents is the man who 
must control the navigation and operation of the ship. 

We have minor modifications to Suggest in the bill 
that we think will improve it immeasurably. First, we 
believe it is not intended that the listening watch re- 
quirement be maintained even when the ship is at 
anchor. Consequently, we recommend that the bill be 
amended to make it clear that the requirement of a 
listening watch applies only when the ship is under 
way. This could be accomplished by adding on line 
12 of page 3 of the bill the words “while under way” 
following the words “shall maintain.” 

Second, we believe that this mandatory bridge-to- 
bridge communication bill should not change existing 
practices and procedures. At present portable radio- 
telephones are carried aboard most ships by the pilot, 
who maintains a listening watch on this radio by keep- 
ing it on in the pilothouse or on the wing of the bridge 
at all times while he is piloting the ship. This permits 
the navigational radio to be monitored continuously 
by the master, the pilot and the officer in charge of the 
watch. The bill should specify, therefore, that the 
maintenance of a listening watch is the responsibility 
of the master or person designated by the master to 
pilot or direct the movement of the vessel and of no 
one else; in addition, it should make clear that this 
listening watch should be maintained as it is now on 
the navigating bridge of the vessel, and nowhere else. 
These objectives could be realized by deleting the 
words in line 12, page 3, of the bill, “or cause to be 
maintained” and substituting the words “on the navi- 
gating bridge of the vessel.” 


CONGRESSIONAL ACTION— 
RADIO-TELEPHONE BILL PASSES 


A bill (S. 699) requiring the installation of radio- 
telephones on power-driven vessels of 300 gross tons 
or more, passenger ships of 100 gross tons or more 
and towing vessels measuring at least 26 feet and all 
dredges or similar craft likely to obstruct navigation, 
passed the Senate yesterday. 

The purpose of the bill, introduced at the request 
of the Transportation Department, is the reduction of 
ship collisions and mishaps by requiring bridge-to- 
bridge voice ommunication Systems on the above ves- 
sels while navigating specific U.S. waters. 


GOOD SEAMANSHIP FUNDAMENTAL LOYZA 


In another action regarding ship safety in general and 
tanker safety in particular, the 20-nation members of the 
International Chamber of Shipping (ICS) have urged 
action on a world-wide scale to reduce marine casual- 
ties. The overriding need, says ICS is for all countries 
to ensure individually that there is good seamanship 
as the fundamental requirement, and the technical 
competence to make the fullest use of modern navi- 
gational aids. 


In regard to tanker safety, the ICS continues to co- 
Ordinate the extensive and detailed technical investi- 
gations that are being made into the problems, and 
is giving these studies “high priority.” 

Under ICS sponsorship, another international tanker 
safety conference (INTASAF-CON 11) will be held 
in Brighton, England, October 23-25 this year. Invi- 
tations have been extended to owners worldwide.

VOTE TO LIMIT TANKER SIZES 


Representatives of 13 to 16 maritime countries at- 
tending a recent meeting of the Safety Committee of the 
Inter-Governmental Maritime Consultative Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations reportedly supported a U.K. 
resolution to limit the sizes of tanks in mammoth tank- 
ers. The action was taken in an attempt to reduce the 
risk of disasters. 


The vote for the motion was overshadowed by 
Japan's abstension from voting, anc opposition to the 
measure by France and Greece. 


The resolution called for a limitation of future tank 
sizes to 30,000 cu m for center tanks and 15,000 cu m 
for wing tanks. If the motion is ratified by a majority 
of the 71 full members and one associate member of 
IMCO, it could lead to substantial redesigning work 
and higher operating costs.

Japanese shipping firms will 
probably set up subsidiary foreign firms or link up with 
companies now registered in Liberia, Panama or the 
Bahamas and sail with non-Japanese crews unless the 
Japanese seagoing and longshore unions can block the 
runaway racket in their country.

At the very moment that innumerable American 
labor unions are protesting bitterly at tne loss of jobs 
in their industries due to unfair competition from 
abroad, the U.S. DEPT. OF COMMERCE is bragging 
about how it is helping to send those jobs abroad. 

The department, of course, doesn’t make the com- 
parison, but it's there for any one of America’s 5 mil- 
lion unemployed to read. 

Latest figures from the Commerce Dept. show that 
Overseas affiliates of U.S. corporations boosted their 
Plant and equipment spending a huge 22 percent in 
1970 during the very time.that American unemploy- 
ment was going from 2,628,000 TO 4,636,000. 

Moreover, during 1970 the flow of U.S. capital for 
direct investment abroad increased $900 million, or 
almost 25 Percent, to $4 billion with most of the ‘in- 
crease going into European investments. 

On top of that, the Commerce Dept. reports that 
this year foreign affiliates plan to increase their spend- 
ing abroad another 16 percent TO $15.3 BILLION. 
Here again the biggest increase in capital spending is 
in Europe where spending of affiliates is estimated to 
increase 37 percent to $5.1 BILLION. 

Far from putting a check on this flight of Amzrican 
Capital for bigger profits abroad, the Commercz Dept. 
has an elaborate Program for assisting it. In “Com- 
merce Today” of Mar. 22, 1971, published by the de- 
partment, is a glowing article on the services to business 
Offered by the Foreign Investment Services Division, 
Office of International Investment, in making the path 
t9 Corporation profits abroad as easy as possible. 

The article starts out with the bland Statement that 
“in the development of their international businec:, 
many American companies have found that certain 
markets can be more effectively penetrated through 
manufacture overseas.” 

it then describes the various ways «! how manu- 
facturing overseas can be achieved—joint ventures, 
licensing, technology agreements or the establishment 
of wholly owned subsidiaries. Any American company 
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—AT THE TAXPAYER'S EXPENSE—can get in- 
formation and ADVICE FROM THE COMMERCE 
DEP7. on how to go about it all—foreign government 
regulations, financing, labor and management, physical 
facilities and similar information to make investments 
abroad as painless as possib’:. 

“THE COMMERCE DEPT.’S Bureau of Interna- 
tional Commerce (BIC), the article continues, ‘HAS 
A KEEN INTEREST in ENCOURAGING ALL OF 
THIS activity.” 

Whether the department is responsible for all of the 
success of these shifts of American capiial may be open 
to debate—some corporations doubt it—but the fact re- 
mains that total American investment abroad has gone 
from $11.8 BILLION’ IN 1959 to $32.8 billion in 
1960 and to $64.8 billion in 1968: More specifically 
und where it has damaged American workers—manu- 
facturing—it has gone from $3.8 billion in 1950 to 
$11.2 billion in 1960 10 $26.4 billion in 1968. 

“Although the Foreign Investment Services Division 
carries out a number of related activities, its prime pur- 
pose is to assist U.S. firms in MAKING PROFITA- 
BLE INVESTMENTS ABROAD,” the article con- 
cludes. 

“In the final analysis, the decision to manufacture 
abroad must be made by the firm itself, after it has 
taken steps necessary in making an intelligent and sub- 
jective decision. The specialists in Commerce are ready, 
willing and able to assist any U.S. company, large or 
small, with any aspect of its international investment 
program.” 

It is no longer a matter of tratle in the old national 
sense; it has become a matter of powerful national 
corporations which have becomé international and no 
longer are serving purely domestic interests. Today’s 
great economic problem is not the free interchange of 
goods, but the movement of capital—and ,imericaii 
capital in particular—to ocher part’ of the world with- 
Out regard for the interests of the workers of the cour- 
try of origin.

We don’t believe that the Nixon Administration is 
seriously making a sincere or determined effort to 
turn the promise of the Maritime Act of 1970 into a 
real fact of maritime life. 

We think there is too much foot-dragging, too much 
jawboning against organized labor, too much back- 
sliding, too much speech-making, and too little accom- 
~ plishment. 

The future doesn’t iook too goc-; based on the 
immediate past. What’s even more damning than the 
Stalling and shadow boxing is the harsh truth of oper- 
ating Government agencies—Defense, Agriculture, and 
Aid in particular (and other Administration depart- 
ments) brazenly continuing to trip up, bottle-up, and 
choke off the potential of the Program before it gets 
started, 

The President is not helpless, his hands are not tied, 
his influence is not weak; but he allows the shafting and 
skull-duggery to go on and get worse. The Adminis- 
tration can’t cop-out on its direct responsih'lity for its 
own Agencies continuing to carry on high-handedly; 
dish'ag out tens of millions of dollars of tax-payers 
money to support and enrich foreign flag shipping, 
piling up thousands of tons of Cargo in the holds of 
undercover American financed ships bearing foreign 
flags, thereby triply cheating American Labor, pro- 
gressive American management, in effect doing severe 
damage to the Country’s economy. It's blood-letting 
to the nation's well-being to allow more than ninety 
percent of the Country’s Cargo to be hi-jacked away 
from American flag ships, which employ American 
labor. American industry is victimized, our economy 
deflated, and cost of living inflated. 

Laws are violated. Faith in the Government's pledges 
is lost, not only by trade unions, but by consumers, 
legislators, and legitimate management and industry. 
Why should American shipbuilders invest millions to 
build vessels flying the flag of the American Merchant 
Marine when it’s such a long shot gamble, with heavy 
odds stacked against them making a decent profit while 
Government Agencies themselves use trickery and 
double-talk as excuses for turning over millions of tons 
of cargo to foreign flag ships whose owners thumb their 
noses at the basic welfare of the American economy; 
evade paying taxes, employ sub-standard labor prac- 
tice, and sneak out of fair collective bargaining prac- 
tices! 


The truth is that Administration Agencies allow 


profiteering, and unpatriotic practices, and aid specu- 


lators and shift; financiers to get deeper and deeper into 
foreign flag business. 

We need more jobs for licensed deck Officers, and ail 
maritime workers. Yet we are being shafted by run- 
away cargo shipped under foreign flags, and threats of 
even more escalation of these crippling practices. Such 
undemocratic practices must be Stopped. At least 50% 
of American cargo must now be carried on American 
flag ships without further excuses. 


The IOMMEP is developing plans toward deeper 
maritime unity. We are Preparing the opening up to 
a future broadening of the base Of genuine maritime 
labor association. We're ready to take practical first 
Steps to initiate trade union talks with ail licensed aud 
unlicensed unions of maritime labor. ‘The time isn’t far 
off when we'll ALL BE JOINING FORCES IN PRO. 
GRAMS OF COOPERATION AND COLLABORA- 
TION, exploring all considerations of eventual formal 
association. The AFFILIATION of the IOMM&P as 
the Martime Division of the ILA will encourage far- 
reaching and far-sighted united programming for ful- 
filling the goal of all maritime workers——a great amalga- 
mation of maritime labor dedicated to all, representing 
all of us. 

There are no obstacles we cannot overcome. We 
pledge to work toward this goal with honor, respect for 
everyone's rights and status; democratically, fair-mind- 
edly. We expect others to do the same in the same 
spirit.

The new ships being built, and afloat, employing 
advanced technology, simply must ship the two-crew 
System proposed by the IOMM&P. This is 2 crucial 
condition which has got to be put into effect. The 
safety, security and well-being of men and cargo de- 
pend on an operating two-crew system on these ships. 

The two-crew system will provide more jobs, guar- 
antee a higher efficiency of work in all departments, 
and establish a more productive profitable relationshi, 
between Labor and Management. 

When the IOMM&P first put the two-crew system 
on the negotiating table with Prudential Grace in con- 
nection with the LASH Italia, we were charged with 
impractical and unrealistic demands.

SUBJECT: Local's Asset Referendum 
Dear Sirs and Brothers: 


Local No. 20 moved into the Offshore Division on 
January 1, 1971 and procedures were immediately in- 
stituted to effect the disposal of the Local’s assets. En- 


closed find copy of 1.0.M.M.&P., Local No. 20's Tabu- 
lating Ballot Committee Minutes of June 28, 1971 on 
the results of the referendum for the disposal of the 
Local's assets. It is to be noted that the membership 
voling were in favo: of the Resolution to transfer all 
of the Local's assets to the Offshore Division by a 
4-1 majority. 

By action of the membership, Local No. 20 becomes 
the first Local to effect the disposal of it’s assets. It is 
hoped that all former Locals will follow this example 
and dispose of their assets accordingly so as to augment 
the financial status of the Offshore Division. 

On March 31, 1903, the American Association of 
Masters, Mates arid Pilots issued a charter to a small 
group of members at Galveston, Texas. This group 
became known a: Galveston Harbor No. 20 of the 
American Association of Masters, Mates and Pilots. 
The membership was mainly Masters and Mates of 
harbor craft and Pilots. Later the membership was to 
include Masters and Mates of vessels in the coastwise 
and offshore trade. Subsequently, the name was changed 
to the National Organization of Masters, Mates aud 
Pilots of America, Local No. 20 and on August 1, 1954, 
it was changed to International Organization Masters, 
Mates and Pilots, Local No. 20. 

Jistory reflects that this Texas segment developed 
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inte one of the most progressive, militant and demo- 
cratic Locals in the Organization. In the mid-Thirties, 
a negotiating team headed by members of Local No. 20 
signed the first contract with a major Steamship Com- 
pany (Lykes Bros.-Ripley Steamship Company) in 
which the Masters were covered by the contract. In 
the Forties and Fifties, the membership of Local 29 
again led the drive to bring the Tanker Companies 
under contract. 

The membership’s history also reflects a certain dedi- 
cation to their Local. However, they were long an 
advocate of consolidation and voted by a large majority 
to adopt the Ofishore By-Laws and International Con- 
stitution. 

On January 1, 1971, Local No. 20 joined with the 
other Offshore Locals in the formation of I1.0.M.M.&P., 
Offshore Division. A firm foundation has been laid for 
the Offshore Division and we must all work now to 
build a structure of job protection, unity of contracts 
and Pension, Welfare and Vacation Plans o:. . il Coasts. 

In behalf of the members of the former Executive 
Committee of Locai No. 20, we extend our best for 
the future.

PLANS 
ADMINISTRATOR 
MAHER REPORTS 


“It doesn’t seem possible that twenty years have 
elapsed since the MM&P Plans were started. On August 
1, 1950, the signatory companies were paying 25 cents 
per man per day. Today that twenty-five cents has 
risen to twenty-five dollars. But the growth has not 
been alone in contribution. The growth has been tre- 
mendous in the benefits provided to the membership 
of the MM&P. 

“When the Welfare Plan first started, the men were 
covered for a death benefit of $1,500.00. And as many 
of you in this room know, when you went to sea in the 
50’s, you had no form of protection insofar as yourself 
or your family were concerned. That $1,500.00 has 
risen to the extended death benefit of $20,000.00 which 
is in effect today. 

“All of us are concerned with pay and money when 
we are hospitalized. In the early years of the program, 
union members received $15.00 a week for in-hospital 
benefit, limited to in-hospital bencfit. This gradually 
developed into the extended hospital benefit, and based 
on the number of years in service a union member re- 
ceived up to $40.00 a month. A $50.00 a week benefit 
is in effect today. 

“I don’t have to go into detail about the great benefits 
provided by our Welfare Flan, and its wonderful com- 
prehensive coverage for in-hospital expenses. One of 
the members here was telling me a Brother was in the 
hospital for a short time. He received $1,200.00. 
Everything was covered. It’s a real wonderful coverage. 

“Since its inception in 1950, the Welfare Plan has 
paid out in excess of $29,000,000.00 in benefits to the 
membership of the MM&P, und the families. 

“The Pension came into effe.. in 1955, and the 
first program of benefits was th. normui pension of 
$100.00 a month, based on 20 years of service, at 65 
years of age. Today we have the very broad program 
where a member can receive anywhere from $325.00 to 
$425.00 per month. 

“Some pensions today are in the $900.00 a month 
level bracket. This is far in excess of the wages many 
IOMMP members earned when they started to go 
to sea. 

“We have 1,400 men on pension. Since its inception 
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the Fund has paid out $29,000,000.00 in pension 
benefits. 

“I was reading through the old minutes, trying to 
track back some background facts on Vacation Plans. 
One of the reports stated that effective January 1, 1955, 
when you had 90 days of employment, you received 
three days of vacation benefit. You acquired the 90 
days or accumulated them within two years, but you 
would receive only three days of vacation. 

“Today we have the 15 days per month vacation, 
which confirms the remarkable gains the Organization 
has obtained for the membership. 

“Before t.: Wacation Plan came into effect, the 
IOMMP members had to go to the company and wait 
around to get paid. Today, through the persistent ef- 
forts of the union, we have in the major ports the 
“vacation payoff.” Our members now receive vacation 
benefits immediately. Since its inception the Vacation 
and Tanker Plans have paid over $123,000,000.00 in 
benefits.”

In a press conference at the DiLido Hotel, Miami 
Beach, Florida, on March 23, 1971, a joint ILA- 
IOMM6&P press release stated: 

“The affiliation of the IOMM&P as the Marine 
Division of the International Longshoremen’s Associ- 
ation is a further verification of their past—a guarantee 
of both unions providing more organized, progressive 
dedication to the best interests of their membership as 
well as in the national interest.” 

During the press conference, attended by thy United 
Press International, the Associated Press, and radio 
and television, IOMM&P President Thomas F. O’Cal- 
laghan announced that the Affiliation decision would 
be decided by a secret ballot referendum of the 
IOMM&P membership. 

On March 29, 1971, in a published interview (syn- 
dicated) in the Baltimore Sun, President O’Callaghan 
is quoted. by Richard Basoco, Maritime Editor, as 
follows: 

“Captain O'Callaghan said he intended to put the 
(Affiliation) question to referendum.” 

In the June issue of American Labor Magazine, 
referring to an interview with Captain O'Callaghan in 
May, 1971, the article on Affiliation quotes the 
IOMM&P President: 

“We'll probably be sending out the referendum vote 
(to the full membership) after the meeting of our 
General Board.” 

The clear and unequivocal intention of the Inter- 
national Officers to refer the ultimate Affiliation vote 
to full membership by secret referendum is on record. 

The step-by-step process leading to the current bal- 
loting was the only method guaranteeing ful! and com- 
prehensive discussion and debate, the best example 
of trade union democracy in action. 

The voting process is summarized below: 

1.) Atlantic Coast Executive (ILA), General Execu- 
tive Board (ILA)—unanimous. 

Poll of Port Officers (IC MM&P)—unanimous. 
General Executive Boa:d (1OMM&P)—unani- 
mous.

Step-by-step, strictly observing each required con- 
Stitutiona] process, the IOMM&P (and the ILA) 
cleared the way for the ultimate decision to take place; 
the mandate by the full membership by secret refer- 
endum ballot.

Longshoremen—the men who load and unload the 
vessels are as hardy, independent, and often unpredictable 
a group of individuals as the Good Lord has ever assem- 
bled under a single label. 

Up until recently their lot was a continuing existence of 
unending hardship. The pay was miserable; the long hours 
of waiting for just the opportunity to work were studies 
in manic frustrations; the working conditions, themselves, 
were something better left undescribed; danger was a con- 
stant companion, THE DEATH RATE FROM ACCi- 
DENTS WAS THE highest of all INDUSRY; COM- 
PENSATION WAS A MEANINGLESS WORD; SE- 
CURITY WAS NOT even HARBORED as a dream 
much less as a REMOTELY POSSIBLE reality. 

Yet such is the character of ihis particular breed—that, 
in a nation where hereditary occupation is rare, son has 
followed father on to the docks in a process that has been 
going on for generations. 

Thomas William (“Teddy”) Gleason is of that stock. 
The present president of the International Longshoremen's 
Association, AFL-CIO, is a third generation worker on 
the piers. This oldest of thirteen children, born on the 
lower West Side of Manhattan, on November 8, 1900, 
had completed that march to the docks by the time he 
had reached the ripe old age of fifteen. 

It was 29 years after this third generation dock worker 
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The Hebrew Academy's Human Rights Award was presented 
to President Thomas W. Gleason ‘in recognition of his 
vigorous championship of the rights of man in the trade 
union movement.’ Teddy was also recently «pnointed by 
President Nixon to the nine man commitiee b eter Pollution 
Control Advisory Board. 


joined the Longshoremen's union he became president of 
the ILA. 

_. Through all the 29 years Gleason was in the thick of 
every fight, rising from business agent to the presidency 
of Local 1, to ILA organizer in 1947, to executive vice 
president in 1952 and to the presidency in 1963. 

When Gleason took over the helm, the ILA was about 
$1.5 million in the red. 

One of the first things that Gieason did was to move 
the International offices from ‘ overcrowded and poorly 
designed quarters on West 14in Street to its present one 
overlooking the Hudson on 17 Battery Place. Shortly after 
his inauguration, he initiated a system to begin paying off 
the International's debts. 

An accounting analysis revealed that the then current 
one-cent-an-hour per capita tax on payroll could not do 
the job. Gleason urged the allocation of two cents an 
hour for this purpose and via this extra allocation, voted 
by the membership, was able to clear the books in a 
little jess than three years. 

“I’m very happy aboui one thing especially,” said Glea- 
son, * . that we were able to discharge all of our 
obligations to Lewis and that he knew we had squared 
off the debt before he died.” 


GUARANTEED ANNUAL WAGE 


In 1964—~a little more than a year after he had taken 
office—Gleason negotiated a collective bargaining agree- 
ment that has firmly secured HIS NAME ix labor's Hall 
of Fame. The document—the first of its kind EVER 
SIGNED by management, and THE ONLY one of its kind 
yet written—CARRIED WITH IT a guarantee of an 
ANNUAL MINIMUM WAGE. 

This precedent-setting paper was finalized after an al- 
most two-month strike. 

Measured with a yardstick today, the full grown Glea- 
son stands five feet six. To the men along the waterfront, 
however, with whom he had worked for over half a cen- 
tury, this is an error in transposition. As they see it, he's 
a lot closer to six feet five. 

In its long and torturous association with American 
shipowners, the ILA has been pushed into many eco- 
nomic wars; GLEASON IS THE ONLY LONGSHORE 
FIGURE WHO HAS WON ANY OF CONSEQUENCE. 
Gleason is the only president who has ever been able to 
take its financial operations out of the deep red and iato 
the black——and keep them there. in all the years that men 
have labored on the docks with no knowledge of what their 
take-home pay might be tomorrow, Gieason i the only 
leader who has been able to bring genuine security to the 
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scene. THE “GUARANTEED ANNUAL INCOME” 
package he negotiated in 1964 is the first of its kind in al! 
of labor's history and is still a goal unreached by any other 
union in the labor movemeat. 

SMALL wonder he stands so tall with his men. 

The initial agreement laid the foundation for the second 
contract (it went into effect on Oct. 1, 1968) which 
guarantees the NEW YORK PORT A MINIMUM OF 
2,080 hours A YEAR—WITH SLIDING SCALES FOR 
OTHER PORTS—AND AN HOURLY base pay 
WHICH WILL GO TO $4.60 at ‘2 TERMINAT'ON 
OF THE THREE YEAR PACT. : 

Letters and telephone calls poured in from labor leaders 
all over the country asking the ILAa for copies of its now 
historic document and for advice on what was done and 
said to bring the matter off. 

“They're using it as-a kind of a text,” said an ILA 
spokesman, “to find out how they can apply it to their 
own particular situations. And we're very glad to help 
wherever we can.” 

A‘ this writing the ILA has 120,000 men. Container- 
ization represents a major threat to the job security of 
these dock workers—onto ships with massive cargo. 

A piactical illustration puts this threat into focus. Before 
containerization, it took 14,900 man hours to load a dead 
weight ten thousand ton freighter. Via containerization, 
that same job now takes only 1,100 MAN HOURS. It’s 
progress, yxs. But WHEN A SINGLE process opens », 
potential spectre of reducing the longshore work force by 
90 percent, technological develonment meets head on with 
human development AND formulae need to be created to 
keep both man and machine alive. 

Since the inception of containerization, the ILA has 
felt that no labor union could, or in good conscience 
should, stand in the way of progress, and it has been load- 
ing and unloading containerized vessels from the day the 
process was put into effect som: 13 years ago. 

In the near future, Gleason estimates that container- 
ization may deplete his union by about 20 percent of its 
members by the end of the present contract in 1971. This 
will be due largely to attrition. But on a long-range out- 
look, he feels that this process will actually increase the 
membership rather than the other way round. 

When the present “reactivated rust buckets” (Gleason's 
phrase for the aging American merchant marine fleet) 
“are finally given a decent burial” he anticipates that “A 
GROWTH IN PRODUCTIVITY” (more diversified types 
of cargo will be able to be moved more economically by 
water) will result in more ships and more sailings and 
mere men than ever before. Different jobs to be sure: in 
container maintenance, in loading and stripping, in com- 
puter control; but jobs—all under the ‘jurisdiction of 
the ILA. 

The whole containerization industry is still in its infancy 
according to the ILA head. Not only will the present 
standard containerization methods expand, but also new 
Ones that are entering and destined to grow. 

“We have always felt,” stated GLEASON, “that if we 
worked with the operators and did not stand in the way of 
progress, both sides WOULD ultimately benefit and we 
COULD get a greater share for our people.” 

As Gleason views the future of the maritime industry, 
included ‘n his observations is the belief that true stability 
and greater and longer periods of peace will come to the 
waterfront only when all of the maritime unions and ship- 
pers can agree on a contract with a mutual termination 
date. 

“It's the key to the problem,” he said. “This matter 
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needs mutual cooperation and understanding. And I'm 
sure we'll get together on it sometime soon.” 

There's no business logic in the present procedures as 
Gleaton views it. 

“As it works today, the waste is senseless.” 

“A single termination date would cut the stoppages to a 
minimum AND WOULD stabilize the industry all THE 
WAY ROUND.” 
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The ILA president is fit, trim and alert. An early riser 
and tireless worker, he’s generaliy at his desk by 7:30 
when he’s in New York and his many activities keep him 
On the go many 1... 2s ‘til well past midnight. 

A commentator once said of hin, “he patrols his union 
like a cop on 4 beat.” 

“I like to go down to the piers and talk to the mer.” 
said Gleason, “get their thinking. We've got 1 hiring halls 
around town. I want to see how the men are being shaped. 
When any new mechanical equipment comes in, I want 
to see how it's working. I go on my own... .” 

The fighter is still there in the :quare jaw and direct 
speech. Gleason is without pretensions; you always know 
where you stand. The younger “rebel” has mellowed with 
the passage of the winters, but enerzy is written in his face 
and in the quick movements of his hands, itrong hands that 
have hauled nobody knows how many tons of goods over 
a lifetime. What comes through mos‘ is the basic integrity 
of the man. 


AND JOHNNY 


When Bowers was elected to his present post in 1963, 
he had just turned 40, making him the youngest executive 
vice president in ILA history. Longshoring is in his blood. 
It goes back to the Civil War days. 

Born in New York City’s “Hell's Kitchen,"-—a block 
from the docks—he grew up on the waterfront, went 
through the public schools, furthering his education at 
Cornell in labor relations. 

When World War II broke out, he served as a radio 
operatcr with the 4th Armored Division, which won a 
Presidential Citation for 11s contribution in defeating the 
Germans at Bastogne. 

The war's end brought him back to the waterfront. 
Joining the ILA, his administrative abilities soor. brought 
him to the attention of the leadership. An innovator with 
practical ideas, Bowers was the first to institute 9 system 
of seniority in ILA hiring. It was his formula, too—now 
standard in all ILA contracts—which requires that all 
dock hands be hired on the preceding day as a basis of 
equalization of earnings when any extra work is available. 
He is considered one of the most creative trouble shooters 
in the labor movement. 

In 1956, Bowers was elected vice president of Local! 
824. Later came the vice presidency of the Atlantic Coast 
District. In 1962, he was chosen to head his own local, 
and the following year—at the International convention 
in Miami—was elected executive vice president. 

Married to Marcy Lovacik, the Bowers have two chil- 
Gren and live in Port Washington. A 4th generation long- 
shoreman, Bowers is one of the dynamic new breed of 
labor leaders destined to make his mark in the labor 
story that is still to unfold.

In the last issue of this magazine I reported to you 
on the Trustee actions at the 1970 meetings. Since my 
previous report the Trustees held meetings on April 22, 
1971 and June 24, 1971. The following is a report of 
the action taken at these meetings. 


VACATION PLAN 

TANKER VACATION PLAN 
Shipping Rules 

The following shipping rule, which has been ratified 
by the membership, is being applied when processing 
vacation applications: 

“A member filing for vacation shall be permitted 
to register on the Off-Shore Shipping List but not on 
the Port Relief Officers filing list until his return-to- 
work date. In the event a member who does not 
elect to take his vacation as a port relief officer ap- 
plies for a vacation, his return-to-work date shall be 
compu’ed from the last date of the Port Relief Of- 
ficer’s employment.” 


Vacation Periods 


In the event you ship during your vacation period, ° 


you will not receive employment credit for vacation, 
pension or welfare purposes for those days of employ- 
ment that fall within your vacation period. Your credit 
will start on the date following the end of your vaca- 
tion period. For example, if your return-to-work date 
is September 15 and yOu were assigned to a vessel 
September 10, new credit for you would start on Sep- 
tember 16. 

In the event you are reassigned during vacation, 
Please be sure to execute the form that has been sent 
to all ports so as to avoid delay in processing any 
claims for you. 


PORT RELIEF OFFICER— 
WAGE PAYMENT PROGRAM 


By this time I am certain that many of you are aware 
of the fact that the Port Relief Officers Wage Payment 
Program has been extended to the West Coast and is 
operating in the ports of San Francisco, Wilmington, 


and Seattle. It will be expanded when additional facil- 
ities are available. 

WELFARE PLAN 
Extended Death Benefit 


Effective for deaths occurring on or after March 18, 
1971, the Trustees have agreed to provide for integra- 
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tion of employment between this Plan~ and the 
MM&P/PMA Welfare Plan. Under the new program 
when a member dies and at the time of his death lacks 
400 days employment under either coast but by com- 
bining his employment on both coasts meets the require- 
ment, then employment will be combined so as to 
qualify him for the extended benefit. 


Dental Benefit 

In my last column I reminded you to file claims for 
1970 dental treatment no later than January 31, 1971. 
At the April 1970 meeting the Trustees removed the 
requirement that dental claims for treatment during a 
Particular calendar year must be filed not later than 
January 31 of the following year. To expedite payment 
of your dental claims, please file as soon as treatment 
is completed, 


Hospital Expense Benefit 

Effective for expenses incurred on or after June 1, 
1971, when a claim is received for Hospital Expense 
Benefits, for an eligible DEPENDENT who is also 
covered by Medicare the only benefit payable will be 
the difference between the total expense and that 
amount paid by Medicare. The eligible employee will 
continue to receive full coverage. 


PENSION PLAN 


At the April 1971 meeting the Trustees agreed to 
provide a special pension to those members who meet 
the following requirements. The member must be 72 
years of age by June 1, 1973; he must retire from all 
further employment prior to January 1, 1972 and ap- 
ply for pension prior to July 1, 1973. In addition, he 
must have at Jeast 10 years of continuous membership 
at the time of his retirement. 

A moraber who meets the foregoing rules will be 
entitled to receive a monthly pension of $16.25 for 
each year of employment for which contributions are 
paid to the Plan.

Beneficiary Cards 


For your protection, as well as that of your family 
and friends, please make certain your beneficiary card 
is updated. 

Weekly Disability Benefits 

The rules governing payment of the Hospitalization 

and Disability Benefit provide that benefits are not pay- 


able for any period prior to 180 days after receipt of 
your claim by the Plan Office. To avoid late filing and 


- possible loss of benefits you should file a claim as soon 


as possible after disability commences. In this manner 
we will be able to process your claim Promptly and it 
will avoid delay in making payment to you.

rights of the membership in an o - 
tion predominantly seafaring and for the 
promotion and improvement of our economic 
welfare and professional standards that the 
best interests of the membership may be 
better served, do hereby adopt these By- 
Laws and Rules of Order until such time 
that circumstances may decree changes or 
amendments by a majority vote of those 
voting in a secret referendum ballot. 


Article I 
Authority of the Membership 


Full and final authority of Local 88 shall 
reside in the membership. This authorsity 
shal) be delegated or exercised by the mem- 
bership at Regular or Special meetings, or 
when properly initiated by membership ref- 
erendum. Jn between referenda or meet- 
ings or at other ti:aes wher. the membership 
cannot exercise ‘heir authority as provided 
herein, this » “hor'ty shall be exercised by 
the Executive Committee or by the duly 
elected officials. Nothing in this Constitution 
and By-Laws shall be construed as removing 
the full and final authority of the member- 
ship of Local 88. 


Any ARTICLE or Section within this 
Constitution and By-Laws that is in direct 
conflict with any State or Federal Law shali 
be inoperative, but the same shall not void 
this instrument in its entirety.

Article V 
Nomination and Election of Officers 


Section 1. Nominations for officers of 
Loca! 88 shall be made in the first Regular 
meeting held during July of each election 
year. Nominations shall be made by any 
full book members of Local 88 in good 
standing and seconded by another full ook 
member of Local 88 in good Standing. Any 
members in current go standing may also 
nominate or second candidates for office in 
writing or through telegraphic or radiogram 
communications to the Secretary-Treasurer, 
Nominations made by mail, telegram or 
radiogram must be received prior to the 
second oe in July. The Secretary- 
Treasurer shal prepare a list of all nomi- 


nees and have this list conspicuously posted 
in the offices and or ar rooms of Local 88. 


He shall also notify all nominees of their 
nomination 2s soon as possible and said list 
shail be published in the Organization's offi- 
cial publicatiar_ 


Section 2. A nominee who desires to be- 
come a candidate must notify the Secretary- 
Treasurer in writing prior to the first Regu- 
lar membership meeting in August of the 
specific office for which he intends to become 
a candidate. If a riominee is present at the 
first Regular meeting in August, he may 
have it entered in the minutrs that he -ae- 
cepts the numization. 


Section 3. An Election and Ballot Com- 
mittee of seven full book members in good 
standing, five (5} of whom shall constitute 
@ quorum, shall be elected ut the first Regu- 
lar meeting in July and they shall prepare 
the Ballot. No candidate shall be eligible 
for election to this committee. It shall also 
be the dut, of this committee to determine 


that each nominee is fully qualified to be a 


“candidate. All documentary evidence of 


eligibility presented by the nominee shall be 
thoroughly screened by this committee. Each 
candidate shall submit a notarized state 
ment that he is not disqualified by the 
Labor-Management Reporting and Disclo- 
sure Act of 1959. Subject to the approval 
of the membership, the Election and Ballot 
Committee shall select a certified disinter- 
ested organization to conduct the referen- 
dum for the election of officers. At the first 
Regular membership meeting following the 
election, the Election and Ballot Committee 
shall report the balloting results to the 
members. In addition to the duties specified 
herein, any Election and Ballot Committee 
shall also act as observers and verify all 
counts in the tally of votes cast in any 
referendum ballot conducted in conjunction 
with these general elections. 


Section 4. Any nominees or candidates 
challenging the rules or decisions of the 
Election and Ballot Committee may submit 
such challenge, on notice to the Committee, 
for approval or rejection by the members, 
not later than the last Regular membership 
meeting in August. 


Section 5. There shall be a minimum of 
a ninety (90) day voting period for the elec- 
tion of officers. At the outset of and during 
the said election period, each candidate shall 
be allowed equal space in the Organization’s 
official publication to present his qualifica- 
tions, views and photograph A certified 


mailing list of all members of Local 88 shal] 


be made available at cost to al] candidates, 
provided, however, that any postage charges 
shall not be billed to this Organization. The 
Election and Ballot Committee shall in- 
struct the agency conducting the balloting 


to have ballots mailed to all full book mem- 
bers who are not over six months in arrears 
in their dues and assessments as of Septem- 
ber ist. The election shall be concluded by 
December 15th and successful candidates 
notified as soon as possible. Installation of 
the newly elected officials shall take place 
at the first Regular membership meeting 


in January. 


Article VI 
Duties of Officers 


Section 1. President — The President 
shall be the Executive Officer and shall, 
with the complete assistance of all members 
of the Executive Committee, enforce the 
International and Local Constitutions and 
By-Laws. He shall enforce all provisions of 
the collective bargaining agreements. He 
shall settle, if possible, ali disputes, inter- 
pretations, grievances or complaints arising 
over such enforcement, or lack thereof. In 
assuming those responsibilities, the Vice- 
Presidents, Patrolmen and Dispatchers shal) 
function under his direct supervision and 
orders. He shall have the right to attend 
and express his views at any meetings of all 
Union Committees. It shall be the explicit 
responsibility of the President of Local 88 
not only to enforce the Shipping Rules fairly 
and equitably, but also for the proper main- 
taining of all shipping records in the Dis- 
patcher's Office as outlined in Section 6 of 
this ARTICLE. 

He shall be a delegate to all city, district, 


state and national industry labor councils 
and conventions with which the Organiza- 


tion is affiliated and where representation 
is required. He shall not be a Delegate to 
vhe International Convention of the Interna- 
tional Organization of Masters, Mates & 
Pilots unless elected as such on a referen- 
dum ballot. He shall, as Executive Officer 
of this Organization, be on all committees 
of the International Organization to repre- 
sent Local 88. When available, he may chair 
any membership meeting. He shall report 
to the membership at each Regular meeting 
on the activities of his office for their ap- 
proval or rejection. 

Section 2. Vice-Presidents —It shall be 
the duty of the First and Second Vice- 
Presidents to assist the President in the 
discharge of his duties, as outlined in Sec- 
tion 1 of this ARTICLE, and such other 
duties as the Organization may require. 
The First Vice-President, or the Second 
Vice-President, if the former is not avail- 
able, shall act instead of the President dur- 
ing the latter’s absence. 

Section 3. Secretary-Treasurer — The 
Secretary-Treasurer shall receive all monies 
payacit to the Organization, either directly 
or through its authorized officers and issue 
official receipts for same. He shall be re- 
sponsible for all records, any bonds, or any 
other finances or properties belonging to 
Local 88. All financial records and accounts 
shall be kept in accordance with accepted 
accounting procedures. They shall be sub- 
ject te a quarterly public audit and an an- 
nual certified audit. These financial reports 
st all be published in the Organization’s offi- 
cal publication. He shall, with the Presi- 
dent, or in the latter’s absence, with the 
First or Second Vice-Presidents, sign all 
checks in payment of the Organization's 
obligations. In the absence of the Secretary- 
Treasurer, which will include vacation, sick 
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leave, jeave-of-absence or any leave where 
during such period he relinquishes his du- 
ties, the President and. either the First or 
Second Vice-Presidents shall have authority 
to sign checks for Local 88 and carry cut 
his duties. 


He shall make a financial report at Regu- 
lar membership meetings covering monies 
received, expended, bank balances and any 
other details relating to the duties of his 
office. He shall keep on file the original pro- 
ceedings of all Regular and Special member- 
ship meetings and those of the Executive 
Committee. He shall post the true copies 
of these proceedings on the bulletin boards 
in the meeting rooms of the Organization 
not less than twenty-four hours prior to the 
next Regular membership meeting. He shall] 
issue all probationary cards, Regular Mem- 
bership books, transfers and withdrawal 
cards. These activities shall be reported to 
the membership for approval or rejection. 
He shall, at the expiration of his term of 
office, or earlier if recalled, surrender to his 
ruccessor all books, papers, funds and any 

. all propercies belonging to Local 88 in 
the presence of the incoming Executive 
Committee. 


Section 4. Patrolmen — The three Patrol- 
men shall contact all contracted vessels 
upon their arrival in, and prior to, their de- 
parture from the Port of New York. They 
shall keep the seagoing and hospitalized 
members informed of union affairs, distrib- 
ute the Organization’s official publications, 
coliect dues, be certain that all vacancies 
are properly filied, settie all disputes and 
eomplaints wherever possibie, and otherwise 
enforce the collective bargaining agree- 
ments. 
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They shall maintain a log of their activi- 
ties. Such log shall contain the names of 
all vessels visited, hours visited, the vaca- 
tion status of each member and other appro- 
priate personne] data. Whenever possible 
they are to submit reports at each erular 
membership meeting in person or in writing. 


Section 5. Dispatchers — The Chief and 
Assistant Dispatchers, either elected or non- 
member employees, shall be responsible for 
registering members for Night Relief Off- 
cer and offshore employment. Such registra- 
tions shall be in compliance with these 
By-Laws as to being in good standing and 
validity of licenses. Al] job assignments 
shall be made with strict adherence to the 
Shipping Rules. The Dispatchers shall 
maintain proper, adequate and complete 
shipping records of all jobs filled, of mem- 
bers cleared as company employees and of 
all offshore shipping cards validated. The 
Dispatchers shall notify any member whose 
offshore shipping status may have become 
invalidated by reason of non-compliance 
with any requirement in the Shipping Rules. 
A shipping list of all members registered 
for offshore assignments shall be compiled 
monthly and conspicuously posted in the 
hall. A copy of said list shal! be mailed to 
all other Locals of the Organization. 


If any member of Local 88 elected as a 
Dispatcher ic derelict in his duties to the 
membership, the President shall invoke 
ARTICLE XX, Secti:n 1, of the Interna- 
tional Constitution and ARTICLE XIX of 
this Constitution and By-Laws Any non- 
member employed as a Dispatcher may be 
discharged for cause by the President, sub- 
ject to the approval of the next Regular 
membership meeting. 


Section 6. The positions of Dispatcher 
shall be filled as follows: two professional] 
office workers. 


Section 7. Whenever the circumstances 
require, all elected officials, with the excep- 
tion of the President and the Secretary- 
Treasurer, are to be rotated in the positions 
of Patrolmen and Dispatcher. 


Article VII 
Salaries of Elected Officers 


Section 1. The President and Secretary- 
Treasurer shall be paid the monthly base 
wage scale as provided in the Atlantic and 
Gulf Coast Dry Cargo Agreement for Mas- 
ters of Class “C” vessels. 


Section 2. The Vice-Presidents, Patrol- 
men and any elected Dispatchers shall be 
paid the monthly base wage scale, plus the 
non-watchstanding pay, as provided in the 
Atlantic & Gulf Coast Dry Cargo Agree- 
ment for Chief Mates of Class “C” vessels. 


Section 3. The Patrolmen shall be al- 
lowed a weekly expense account of twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00) for travel expenses 
when on patro] duty in the Port of New 
York an¢ thirty dollars ($30.00) for areas 
outside the New York Metropolitan district. 


Section 4. All monthly salary scales of 
elected officers as contained herein she!) be 
automatically adjusted in accordance with 
any changes in the Atlantic & Gulf Coast 
Dry Cargo Agreement. The Salary and 
weekly allowance structure as cutlined 
above shall always be subject to review by 
a mail referendum of the entire membership. 
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Section 5. All paid élected officials and 
employees shall be bonded according to the 
provisions of the Federal Law. The pre- 
mium thereon shall be paid by this Organi- 
zation, 


Section 6. Local 88 shall contribute to 
the Organization’s Pension and Welfare 
lan to cover all elected officers and any 
temporary member-employees. 


Section 7, Elected officials shall be 
granted one month annual paid vacation. 


Section 8 During any general strike, 
work stoppage or lockout involving the Dry 
Cargo Agreement and which affects Local 
88, all salaries of elected officers shall be 
Suspended immediately until such above- 
mentioned action is over. They shall, how- 
ever, be eligible for any benefits allowed to 
members performing picket duty. 


Section 9. During their terms of office, 
elected officers and temporary member-em- 
ployees shall not be Tegistered on the ship- 
ping lists. 


Article VIH 
Temporary Patrolmen and 
Non-Member Employees 


Section 1. In any circumstances which 
require additional personne] to provide ade- 
quate coverage of the waterfront, the Exec- 
utive Committee shal) engage temporary 
Patrolmen subject to a Majority vote of 
approval of a specific motion at the next 
Regular or Special membership meeting. If 
the circumstances warrant, they shall con- 
tinue in employment only until the next 
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Regular membership meeting following the 
original vote of approval, at which time 
they shall be discharged, or employment 
continued, by vote of that membership meet- 
ing. Further, such temporary Patrolmen 
are not to serve on the Local's Executive 
Committee and wages and allowances shal! 
be those of the regularly elected Patrolmen. 


Section 2. All non-member office em- 
ployees of the Organization not otherwise 
provided for sha!] be engaged by the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer with the approval of the 
Executive Committee. They shall receive 
Salaries and vacations commensurate with 
the prevailing pay scale for the type of 
work performed. 


Article IX 
Membership Meetings 


Section 1. The Regular meetings of this 
Organization must be held in the Union Hal] 
on the second and fourth Wednesdays of 
each month at 1800. Should any of these 
meeting days be a holiday, the meeting shal! 
convene the next day at the regular time. 


Section 2. If the number of members 
registered on the Shipping Lists is more 
than triple the Capacity allowed in the 
Union Meeting Hall, the Secretary-Treas- 
urer shall, if deemed necessary and on 
reasonable notice to the membership, make 
all necessary arrangements for convening 
the meeting in a larger hall. 


Section 3. Special] meetings may be called 
by the President. a quorum of the Executive 
Committee, or upon the written request of 
fifty members in good Standing. Notice of 
a Special meeting and its stated purpose, 
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Pines in a strike situation, shall be mailed 
to all members at least seventy-two hours 
before convening, a notice posted on the 
Organization’s bulletin boards and all con- 
tracted ships in the Port of New York 
alerted. No other business than that for 
which the meeting was called shall be trans- 
acted. 


Section 4. At all meetings fifty members 
of Loca! 8§ in good standing shall constitute 
& quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 5. At Regular or Special mem- 
bership meetings, the Chairman shall be 
any Local 8& member in good standing 
elected from the floor. 


Section 6. Meetings must be called to 
order by an official of Local & lowever, 
if no officials are available or if refuse, 
any full book member of Local 8 in good 
Standing may call the meeting tc order for 
the purpose of electing a Chairman and a 
Recording Secretary. Such a meeting shall 
be considered official. 


Article X 
Committees 


Section 1. With the exception of the 
Executive Committee, all committees shall 
be elected at any Regular or Special mem- 
bership meetings. No elected official shal! 
be eligible for election to any committee, 
other than a strike committee. They shall 
consider only those matters for which they 
were elected Al] decisions, interim and 
otherwise, shal] be approved or rejected at 
the next Regular membership meeting. 


Section 2. Executive Committee — The 
Executive Committee of thie Organization 
shall be composed of the elected officers: 
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the President, First and Second Vice-Presi- 
dents, Secretary-Treasurer and the three 
Patrolmen. The President shall be Chair- 
man. The Committee shall convene on the 
Monday prior to each Regular membership 
meeting. If a holiday falls on such Monday, 
then it shall convene on the preceding Fri- 
day. Special meetings may be called by the 
President or by three of its members. A 
majority shall constitute a quorum. It shal] 
have the authority to consider any and all 
matters affecting the welfare of the Organi- 
zation. Any action taken shall be subject to 
approval, rejection or amendment at the 
next Regular membership meeting. 

Section 3. Auditing Committee — At the 
last Regular membership meeting of each 
month there shall be elected an Audit Com- 
mittee of five members in good standing, 
three of whom shall constitute & quorum. 
They shall examine the Secretary-Treas- 
urer’s financial report, audit all bills and 
report back at the next Regular membership 
meeting. 


Section 4. Grievance Committee — A 
Grievance Committee of twelve full book 
members in good standing, five of whom 

constitute a quorum, shall be elected 
as a standing committee to consider any and 
all grievances brought before it. This com- 
mittee shall meet age aga and the time of 
such convening shall be posted conspicu- 
ously in the Union’s meeting hall. hen 
any members of this committee, by reason 
of employment offshore or otherwise, are 
no longer able to serve and it is necessary 
for the committee to function, replacements 
shall be elected at the eleven or two o'clock 
job, calls, provided however, that one oy 
more of the regularly elected committee 
members are present. These new committee 
members be elected pro tem until the 
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next Regular membership ‘meeting: Any and 
all decisions of the Grievance Committee 
shall be reported to the next membership 
meeting for approval or rejection. 


Section 5. Membership Committee — A 
membership committee of seven full book 
members in good standing, five of whom 
shall constitute a quorum, shall be elected 
as a standing committee to consider any 
and all applicants for initiation, probation- 
ary eal oo applying for full book mem- 
bership, reinstatements and transfers-in. 
Any vacancies occurring in the membership 
of this committee and reports to be made 
to the membership shall be in accordance 
with Section 4 of this ARTICLE. 


Section 6. Strike Committee—A Strike 
Committee of a minimum of nine full book 
members of Local 88 shall be elected at any 
Regular or Special membership meeting 
whenever the circumstances warrant. This 
committee shall elect its own Chairman. 
Such committee shall coordinate their func. 
tions with the regularly elected officials. It 
shall be their duty to establish picket lines 
and otherwise make the strike complete and 
effective on a twenty-four hour basis. Picket 
cards shal] be issued and complete and ac- 
curate records maintained. Strike clearances 
shall be issued by the Strike Comrittee 
only. After said committee has been dis- 
solved, strike clearances shall be issued by 
the standing Grievance Committee only, 
subject to the approval of the membership 
at the next Regular membership meeting, 


Section 7. In a strike situation a Strike 
Grievance Committee consisting of five 
members and two alternates, al] of whom 
shall be full book members of Local 88 in 
good standing, shall be elected at a mem- 


ew 


bership meeting. Appeals from the actions 
of the Strike Conumittee shell be considered 
by this special committee which is empow- 
ered to affirm or reverse the actions of the 
Strike Committee. Appeals from this Strike 
Grievance Committee may be taken for ap- 
proval or rejection to a Regular member- 
ship meeting. 


Section 8. Trial Com: littee — Any elect- 
ed Trial Committee and its procedures shal] 
be in accordance with the Provisions of the 
International Constitution. 


Article XJ 
Income and Assets 


Section 1. The income of this Organiza- 
tion shall be from Initiation Fees and 
monthly dues as provided in the Interna- 
tional and Loca! Constitutions and By-Laws, 
assessments, interest on bonds, stocks, bank 
deposits and money received from any other 
source, including rentals from the Organiza- 
tion’s property located at 105-107 Washing- 
ton Street, New York City, New York. 


Section 2. Dues shall be as the member- 
ship may from time to time decide, provid- 
ing they are not less than the prescribed 
minimum as set forth in the International 
Constitution. Any increase of dues or the 
levying of any assessment in Local 88 shal] 
be determined by a majority vote of the 
membership in good standing in a referen- 
dum ballot 


Section 3. The payment of dues or any 
assessments to remain in good standing 
shall be in accordance with the requirements 
of the International Constitution. 
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Section 4. Title to all real estate owned 
in a corporate name or otherwise, including 
the assets of the 105 Washington Street 
Corporation, shall be and remain the prop- 
erty of Local 88. The shares of stock of the 
105 Washington Street Corporation shall be 
held by five Shareholder Trustees, members 
of Local 88 in good standing, who shall elect 
the officers and directors of the corporation 
from amongst themselves. The two elected 
officers of the Organization receiving the 
highest number of votes in the regular 
referendum election shal] serve as Share- 
holder Trustees. The other three shall be 
nominated and elected in the same manner 
and for the same period as the officers of 
Local 88. 


Shareholders shall have the right to vote 
an equal proportion of the shares held in 
trust for Noes 85 at any meeting. Certif- 
cates of shares issued to the Shareholder 
Trustees 1. trust for Local 88 shall be de- 
livered to the Secretary-Treasurer for safe- 
keeping. No Shareholder Trustee shall have 
any authority to endorse or transfer said 
shares without the consent of a Regular 
membership meeting, or to vote said shares 
without such consent, except in the routine 
business of the said corporation. 


A referendum ballot, to be decided by a 
majority vote of the membership, must be 
conducted to approve or disapprove the sale 
of, mortgage or purchase of any real prop- 
erty of Local 88. 


Section 5. When called into session to 
consider and make decisions concerning the 
affairs of the 105 Washington Street Corpo- 
ration, the three elected as Shareholder 
Trustees shal] be paid the prevailing hourly 
wage of Night Relief Officers. 
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Section 6. There shall be « quarterly 
audit and an annual certified audit of all 
accounts at the end of each fiscal year. All 
audits shall be reported to the membership 
and printed in the Local’s official publica- 
tion. Subject to operating necessities and 
at the end of each vear, the excess income, 
if any, from the 105 Washington Street Cor- 
poration, shall be transferred to the Local. 


Article XII 
Funds 


Section 1. The Organization’s current 
Operating Fund shall be in a New York City 
bank covered by the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation. This account shall not ex- 
ceed forty thousand dollars ($40,000.00). 
Whenever the Operating Fund exceeds the 
stipulated amount, any excess funds may be 
placed in membership-approved investments 
or deposited in a Reserve or Savings Ac- 
count, whichever is more advantageous to 
the Organization. All investments and bank 
accounts shall be in the name of Lora! 88, 
International Organization of Masters, 
Mates & Pilots. 


Section 2. Any funds withdrawn from 
the Reserve or =e oe Account shall only 
be made under the fo lowing conditions: 


(a) There shall be presented to the bank 
a resolution adopted by a majority vote in 
any membership meeting authorizing the 
President and Secretary-Treasurer to make 
withdrawals from such funds. 


(b) Any resolution authorizing such 
withdrawals shall stipulate the amount to 
be transferred into the Operating Fund, any 
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Strike Emergency Fund, or any other fund 
authorized by the membership. 


(c) Such resolutions shall be signed by 
the President or by the Secretary-Treasurer 
and by not less than ten members in good 
standing of Local 88 before being presented 
to a membership meeting for approval or 
rejection, 


Section 3. No Government Bonds or 
other securities owned by Local 88 shall be 
cashed, traded or negotiated without mem- 
bership authorization as 3 ae in Sec- 
tion 2 (a) of this ARTICLE, 


Article XIII 
Convention Delegates 


Section 1. Nomination and election of 
Delegates and Alternates of the Interna- 
tional Convention shall take place at the 
same time and in the same manner as pro- 
vided for other elected officers. 

Section 2, In addition to the maximum 
number of elected Delegates to the Inter- 
national Convention as allowed by the Inter- 
national Constitution, a like number of 
Alternates shall also be elected. 


Article XIV 
Resignations, Vacancies 
and By-Elections 


Section 1. Any officer of this Organiza- 
tion, providing no charges of violating his 
oath of office or illegally using such office 
for personal gain are pending against him, 
may resign from office. Such resignation 
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shall be dated and shall be presented in 
writing to the President or Secretary-Treas- 
urer. Any resignation shall take effect im- 
mediately and two true copies shall be 
posted in a conspicuous place in the Hall 
of Local 8&8, 


Section 2. Should the Secretary-Treas- 
urer’s office become vacant, the President 
shall perform the duties of this office until) 
such vacancy is filled as hereimafter pro- 
vided. 


Section 3. Ifa vacancy occurs by death, 
resignation or otherwise where the unex- 
pired term is six months or less, it shall be 
filled pro tem by the Executive Committee 
until such appointee be approved or rejected 
by a majority vote of the members at the 
first Regular membership meeting there- 
after. If such pro tem appointee is not ap- 
proved he shall immediately vacate the office 
and the Executive Committee shall make 
another interim appointment until the next 
Regular membership meeting. At the said 
meeting, as the first order of business, nomi- 
nations shall be made and an election held 
to fill the pro tem vacancy, The membership 
shall be notified by mail at least one week 
prior to the convening of this meeting and 
of such scheduled nomination and election. 


Section 4. Filling a vacancy in any 
elected office for an unexpired term in ex- 
cess of six months shall be determined by a 
referendum election. Nominations for such 
unexpired term shall follow the procedure 
outlined in Section 3 of this ARTICLE. The 
ballot shall be prepared and the referendum 
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conducted as required in ARTICLE V. The 
interval between the vacancy and the com- 
pletion of the referendum election shall be 
filled as mentioned in Section 3 of this 
ARTICLE. 


Article XV 
Transfers, Withdrawals 
and Reinstatements 


Section 1. Transfers to other Locals, 
withdrawals, and reinstatements shall be 
issued in accordance with the provisions of 
the International Constitution of Masters, 
Mates and Pilots and as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


Section 2. No transfers or withdrawals 
shall be granted during any genera] strike, 
lockout or work stoppage. 


Article XVI 
Initiatives, Suspensions, Recalls 
and Changes in By-Laws 


Section 1. Any elected officer of this 
Organization shall be automatically sus- 
pended without pay, if written charges of 
perjury, fraud, malfeasance, dereliction of 
duty or any other charges of misconduct 
are preferred against him with the approval) 
of @ majority vote in any Regular meeting 
of at least two hundred (200) members in 
good standing. A suspension shall not de- 
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prive a candidate from running for office. 

Section 2. If found guilty under the 
trial procedures as prescribed in the Inter- 
national Constitution or this Constitution 
and By-Laws of the charges preferred 
against him, his office shall be declared 
vacant. Should the suspended officer be 
cleared of such charges, however, he shal] 
be reinstated with all back wages, 


Section 3. (a) It shall be the right of 
any member in good standing of this Organ- 
ization to initiate a ninety-day mail referen- 
dum vote on any changes to or deletions 
from this Constitution and these By-Laws, 
a recall of any elected officer, resolutions 
affecting dues, assessments, the Shipping 
Rules or on any other matters affecting the 
interests of the membership. 


(b) When such a resolution is signed by 
full book members in good standing equal- 
ing in number at least ten percent of the 
total membership in Local 88, the Secretary- 
Treasurer shall be mandated to authorize a 
referendum ballot of the np ee Tue f as 

ereinafter provided in Section 8 (d) of t 
ARTICLE. Ballots shall be sent to all full 


* book members not over six months in ar- 


rears at the time of mailing such ballots. 
If the resolution or resolutions are sustained 
by a two-thirds vote of the valid ballots 
cast, such approval shall be made effective 
immediately, unless otherwise prescribed by 
the resolution. 


(c) After a resolution or petition has been 
signed as required by Section 3 ib) of this 
ARTICLE, a Ballot Committee shall be 
elected at the next Regular membership 
meeting to certify the validity of the signa- 
tories to the resolution and to initiate and 
Supervise the referendum balloting. Such 
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referendum shall be conducted in the same 
manner as prescribed in ARTICLE V. Any 
resolutions or petitions appearing on any 
referendum ballot shall express the true 
and exact Meaning and intent of the reso- 
lution or petition originally submitted to 
the membership. 


(d) Any petition or resolution which con- 
tains obviously false or misleading state- 
ments may be disqualified by a two-thirds 
majority vote at any two consecutive mem- 
bership meetings. Further, referenda shall 
not be conducted more frequently than once 
each six months. The months of March and 
September shal] be the said mail referendum 
periods and any resolutions which have been 
properly submitted during the six months’ 
interval shall be incorporated in one refer- 
endum. The only exception to this provision 
for an immediate referendum shal) be any 
resclution signed by twenty percent of the 
membership in good Standing of Local 88. 


Article XVII 
Strikes 


Section 1, Any strike shall be in arcord- 
ance with the Constitution of the Interna- 
ten Organization of Masters, Mates &

Section 2. When any strike has been 
authorized and g vessel is to remaix at 
anchor, the Master may stay aboard if re- 
quired, providing no attempt to shift the 
vessel to a loading berth or to another port 
is made. Should any such vessel be shifted 
from anchorage to a dock for reasons of 
security only, the Master shall leave such 
vessel as soon as she is secured alongside. 
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Section 3. A delegate and an alternate 
shall be elected by a Regular membership 
meeting to any Negotiating Committee.

Article XVIII 
Official Publication 


Section 1. An official publication of thir 
Organization, to be distributed free of 
charge to all members, shall be published 
semi-monthly, but never less than once each 
month. In addition to news items and com- 
ment of interest to those in the maritime 
industry, it shal] also publish the reports 
given by the President, ecretary-Treasurer 
and Patrolmen at membership meetings. 
Its columns shall be open to t e@ members 
for an expression of their opinions, peti- 
tions and resolutions. Space shal! be avail- 
able in each issue for the opinions of those 
holding contrary views on any matter con- 
cerning this Organization. For purposes of 
responsibility, the Local Executive Commit- 
tee shall constitute the publication’s Edi- 
torial Board. 


Section 2. At the outset of any election, 
equal space shall be provided for al] candi- 
dates to express their views and to present 
their backgrounds as also provided for in 
ARTICLE V, Section 5. 


Section 8. The editor shall be nor.inated 
by the Executive Committee subject to the 
approval of the membership. His salary 
shall be commensurate with that received 
by others editing similar news publications. 
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Article XIX ‘ 
Trial Procedures, Penalties 
and Appeals 


Section 1, When any member or officer 
is found guilty of fraudulently obtaining or 
illegally using any funds or property of the 
Organization, bribery of, or extortion by 
any officer, in addition to expulsion, it shal] 
be the py Seer ye We of the Executive Com- 
mittee of Local 88 to immediately report all 
the facts concerning said official to the 
proper prosecuting officials, 


Section 2. Whenever any charges of 
violating the provisions of the International 
Constitution, the Constitution and By-Laws 
of Local 88, the Shipping Rules, the col- 
lective bargaining agreements, any acts of a 
libelous or slanderous nature toward an- 
other member or acts of misconduct while 
employed aboard any contracted vessel have 
been preferred against any member such 
charges with specifications shal] be pre- 
sented in writine to the Local's President 
for investigation and reference to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. It shall be the responsi- 
bility of this committee, after examining the 
evidence submitted and within a reasonable 
time to recommend, at a Regular member- 
ship meeting whether or not there is a 
reasonable basis for a trial on said charges. 
Should the member lodging the charges fee] 
aggrieved by the decision of the Executive 
Committee, he may refer his complaint to 
the Grievance Committee. , 


Section 3. In considering any written 
charges and specifications against a mem- 
ber, the procedure followed by any Trial 
Committee shall be in accordance with the 
provisions of the International Constitution. 
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No elected officer of this Organization or 
members employed by Local 88, however, 
shall be eligible for election to any Trial 
Committee. The trial proceedings snall be 
public unless the accused wishes otherwise. 
All Trial Committee testimony and findings 
Shall be recorded by a certified public 
stenographer if the accused so desires, paid 
for by this Organization and a co y thereof 
given to the accused. Any Trial Commit- 
tee’s findings shall be written and shall be 
final unless rejected by a two-thirds major- 
ity secret vote at the next Regular member- 
ship meeting. Notification of charges and 
results of the trial shall be printed in the 
Local’s official publication and all other 
Locals notified. 


Section 4. The decisions and penalties 
that the Trial Committee may impose may 
consist of reprimands, fines, suspensions, 
revocation of certain privileges of member- 
ship or expulsion. Any member disciplined 
by this Organization shal] not be denied the 
right to work until he shall have exhausted 
all remedies of appeal as prescribed in the 
International Constitution, provided such 
appellate remedies are expeditiously util- 
ized.

Sheldon, the Interna- 
tional President of the In- 
ternational Organization 
of Masters, Mates and 
Pilots, was born in San 
Francisco in 1911 to a 
pioneer California family.

Golden Gate and watching both mighty liners 
an¢ four-masted schooners ply in and out, the 
sea early became his dream.
